Declining health of 
ex-governor, wife cited 
in bid for ciemency

As part of the ongoing campaign to win an 
early prison release for former Gov George 
Ryan, his wife and lawyer said Wednesday that 
they are seeking clemency from President 
Obama, citing the couples’ declining health. 

Lura Lynn Ryan, 75, who has a terminal 
lung disease, said that she is on oxygen 24 
hours a day. While she still talks to her hus- 
band daily, “it’s not like having him here,” she 
said. “Knowing that I may have a limited time 


makes it harder.” 

George Ryan, in federal prison in Indiana for 
more than two years, also has health problems, 
including kidney disease and infected teeth, his 
lawyer, former Gov Jim Thompson said. Ryan, 
sent to prison after his 2006 conviction on cor- 
ruption charges, turns 76 next week. 

Lura Lynn Ryan confirmed she had made a 
previous plea for clemency for her imprisoned 
husband in 2008 by calling then-President 
George W. Bush’s mother, former first lady 
Barbara Bush. “She was not able to be helpful,” 
Ryan said in a telephone interview from her 
Kankakee home. 

Lura Lynn Ryan previously acknowledged 
penning a short note to President Bush that 
then-U.S. Rep. Ray LaHood hand-delivered to 


a presidential aide. In the note, she reminded 
him of what she characterized as a long friend- 
ship between their two families and spoke of 
her husband’s efforts to help both the presi- 
dent and his father win election to the White 
House. 

The approach, described as a “desperate 
plea” by the couple’s son, George Ryan Jr., was 
not successful. 

The Ryan family is hoping Obama’s familiarity 
with George will bolster his clemency chances. 

Obama “certainly knows George well. He 
worked with him in the legislature,” Lura Lynn 
Ryan said. “I hope and pray that the president 
will see it in his heart to sign the release form. 
{George} doesn’t belong where he is at this 
time.” 


Next 
phase in 
fish hunt 
begins

Fisheries biologists launched the 
next phase in the hunt for Asian carp 
Wednesday, using nets and electric 
current to corral fish in warm-water 
discharges along the Chicago Sanitary 
and Ship Canal. 

Crews from the Illinois Department 
of Natural Resources and the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service plan to continue 
searching for Asian carp in Chicago- 
area waterways through next week, 
part of a nearly $80 million federal 
attack plan to prevent the spread of 
the invasive species into the Great 
Lakes. 

“This is an endeavor to search, 
destroy and certainly understand this 
adversary,” said Marc Miller, direc- 
tor of the Department of Natural 
Resources. “This plan is about 
defense in depth, not relying on any 
one method to keep carp out of Lake 
Michigan.” 

Biologists went to work about 
9 a.m. at a wastewater treatment 
plant in Stickney where warm water is 
released into the canal. Because fish are 
cold-blooded, they tend to congregate 
in pockets of warm water in winter. 
Miller said, presenting biologists with 
their best chance to capture them.

Areathea Washington was running late, so 
when she dropped off her 6 -year-old daugh- 
ter, Jada, at her South Side elementary 
school, they didn’t have time to hug and kiss 
as they usually did. 

“I just said, ‘Bye, bye, Jada,’ ’’Washington 
said Wednesday That was the last time she 
saw her daughter alive. 

Jada was killed when she was hit by 
a van— allegedly driven by a drunken 
driver— as she and her aunt crossed the 


street at Ashland Avenue and 74th Street 
about 6:30 p.m. Tuesday 
Jada and her aunt, Tiuette Richardson, 
were on an errand to buy Valentine’s Day 
candy at a corner store. Richardson, 21, was 
in critical condition Wednesday 
Jada’s grandmother, Ada McIntyre, 48, 
said she knew something was wrong after 
the girl and her aunt had not returned to 
the house about an hour after they left for 
the store. Then the phone rang: It was the 
hospital saying the two had been injured. 


McIntyre said she wasn’t angry about the 
crash, but was happy police have the person 
believed to be responsible. 

The driver, Eddie Lumpkin, 48, was cited 
with driving under the influence as well as 
not having insurance, failure to carry a driv- 
er’s license, negligent driving and striking 
a pedestrian in a roadway, Chicago Police 
News Affairs Officer Laura Kubiak said. 

Police were still looking into the accident 
and more serious criminal charges could be 
filed.

TV pitchman jailed 

A federal judge Wednesday 
sentenced infomercial pitchman 
Kevin Trudeau to 30 days in 
jail for contempt of court. U.S. 
District Judge Robert Gettleman 
was angered last week when 
Trudeau urged followers to send 
messages to the judge and his 
e-mail was inundated. Gettleman 
took it as a security threat. The 
judge ordered Trudeau to report 
to jail Thursday and also to 
forfeit a $50,000 bond posted by 
Trudeau last week. 



Expert: Savio’s death accidental 

A forensic pathologist testified Wednesday 
that he believes the ex-wife of former 
Bolingbrook police Sgt. Drew Peterson died 
from an accidental fall and was not murdered. 
Dr. Jeffrey Jentzen, the director of autopsy 
and forensic services at the University of 
Michigan Medical School, took the stand in a 
pre-trial hearing for Peterson, who is charged 
with killing his third wife, Kathleen Savio, in 
2004. A Will County judge has been hearing 
testimony during the past month to determine 
what, if any, hearsay evidence can be allowed 
at Peterson’s upcoming murder trial. “It’s my 
opinion that it’s an accidental death,” Jentzen 
said. 


Dueling news conferences in CTA spat 

Cost savings proposed by CTA labor unions to help reduce 
a large budget deficit actually would cost the transit agency 
an additional $78 million, the CTA board chairman said 
Wednesday. The CTA’s negative assessment of the union plan 
to purportedly reduce spending by $90.6 million was offered 
at the end of a day marked by dueling news conferences held 
by the union and by management over how to restore bus 
and rail service that was cut Feb. 7, along with reversing about 
1,100 CTA employee layoffs. Union leaders, accompanied by 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson, claimed racial discrimination during 
a Wednesday morning event at the CTA’s Red Line terminal 
at 95th Street along the Dan Ryan Expressway. They said the 
CTA’s service cuts were implemented to produce a harsher 
impact on poor and minority communities on the South Side, 
while sparing North Side riders.

Next up for 
Toyota: Issues 
with steering 

□ WASHINGTON The Transportation Department plans to open 
a formal investigation into the 2009-2010 Toyota Corolla due 
to potential problems with the car’s power steering, a department 
official said Wednesday 

The preliminary investigation is expected to be opened 
Thursday and involves an estimated 500,000 vehicles. The official 
spoke on condition of anonym- 
ity because the department had 
not yet notified Toyota of the 
probe. 

Toyota Motor Corp. said at a 
news conference in Japan earlier 
Wednesday that it was looking 
into complaints of power steer- 
ing problems with the Corolla 
and was considering a recall as 
one option. Toyota said there 
have been fewer than 100 com- 
plaints. 

In the U.S., the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration has received about 150 
complaints from drivers about the issue. 

In the Corolla complaints, drivers have said they felt they were 
losing control over the car’s steering, particularly at highway 
speeds. 

Toyota has recalled 8.5 million of its vehicles, including the pop- 
ular Camry— America’s best-selling model— over problems with 
gas pedals, floor mats and brakes. 

The 2009 and 2010 Corollas already are the subject of two sep- 
arate safety-related recalls, one for potentially sticky accelerator 
pedals, the other over concerns that accelerators could get caught 
on floor mats. 


WASHINGTON HEARING

DAVIS MAKES HISTORY WITH 
SECOND GOLD IN 1,000 METERS

RICHMOND, British Coiumbia Not unusually, Shani 
Davis spent most ofWednesday alone in his room, 
except for a morning jog. He studied his journals 
and race plan. Again he endeavored to do what no 
one had. Again he internalized any pressures and 
doubts, trusting only himself to escape them. 

Later, gliding along the Richmond Olympic 
Oval in the minutes before the i,ooo -meter race 
that could redefine his grip on history he was once 
more effectively alone, as the Chicago native likes 
it and unapologetically means it to be. 

Hands on hips, Davis snapped off a yawn. Then he drifted along the ice. 
The party, after all, was still a couple of hours away 

Davis recaptured a gold medal Wednesday, using a turbo thrust on his 
final lap to finish with a time of 1:08.94, making him the first speedskater to 
win the 1,000-meter event twice at the Olympics. Then he finally cut loose, 
punching the air with the American flag in his hand on the podium, lingering 
on the infield to celebrate even as only a smattering of fans remained. 

“It’s my moment; it’s my party,” Davis said. “Like the girl says she can cry 
if she wants to— I can party if I want to. It’s my party, I can celebrate, I can 
dance, I can do whatever I want. 

“I earned it.” 

He certainly did. At 600 meters, Davis’ time was good for just fifth place, 
a palpable apprehension hovering around the ice. In the home stretch, Davis 
even dropped his arms for extra propulsion and crossed the line “depleted ... 
100 percent” in his own estimation. 

The final kick was enough to carry him. Then there was energy enough for 
revelry, primarily due to this win knocking even his barrier-breaking 2006 
gold medal off the top of his personal mantel. 

“I would say it’s probably No. i,” he said. “Once you become world cham- 
pion or Olympic champion, you get this nice little thing on your back— it’s 
called a target. People usually shoot for you. Just to be able to go out there 
today and defend my 1,0 00 -meter title is truly amazing. I’m very satisfied 
that I was able to stay true to myself and defend my title.” 

It was a momentous night, especially with the apparent detente between 
Davis and U.S. teammate Chad Hedrick, who skated to a surprising bronze 
medal Wednesday and who was Davis’ chief foil at Turin’s Games. 

On Wednesday, Hedrick was among the first to congratulate Davis. They 
carried the American flag to the podium together and beamed one seat apart 
at a post-race news conference. 

‘America has two of the best skaters in the world, and we should be so 
proud of that,” Hedrick said.

He wants to begin the 
process of making amends and that’s what 
he’s going to discuss.” 

Woods has not appeared publicly since 
late November, when he crashed his SUV 
outside his Isleworth, Fla., driveway in an 
apparent hurried wee-hours departure from 
his home the day after Thanksgiving. 

Reports quickly surfaced that Woods had 
affairs with several women, ranging from a 
New York events planner to a reality show 
contestant to a restaurant waitress to two 
porn stars. 

Reports have stated Woods recently com- 
pleted six weeks of treatment for sex addic- 
tion at a rehabilitation clinic in Mississippi, 
but the golfer’s camp has remained mum on 
that front. 

Whether Woods will address his competi- 
tive return on Friday remains unclear. 

It was reported last week that Woods 
would make his return March 22-23 the 
Tavistock Cup.

Local liquor-makers bet 
on fans of craft booze

In a few years, i-year-old Lion Birnecker will 
have a fascinating story to tell the class on 
career day 

His mom, Sonat, and dad, Robert, produce 
small batches of liquor— including vodka, grain 
spirits, brandy and liqueurs — at Koval distillery 
in a lofty, soaring space in Logan Square where 
the baby’s brightly painted toys are scattered 
among barrels and bottles. 

“Lion is kind of like our mascot,” Sonat 
Birnecker, 36, told RedEye as her son was nap- 
ping elsewhere in a room filled with vats and 
the strong smell of grains. For nearly two years 
and after leaving their careers as a professor 
(Sonat) and a press secretary for the Austrian 
embassy (Robert), the couple have worked gru- 
eling hours for the company, which creates cer- 
tified organic and kosher liquor, Sonat said. 

Lion is right in the middle of the action, even 
once scrawling his signature on a barrel. 

“We love having him here with us while we 
work,” Sonat said. 

Robert, 28, nodded his agreement. 

The Birneckers’ workplace and day-care 
arrangement is certainly unique, as the distill- 
ery is widely acknowledged as the first business 
of its kind in Chicago. 

But the local couple’s passion for producing 
boutique booze is becoming more common, 
according to the California-based American 
Distilling Institute. Like the now- thriving craft 
beer industry, craft liquor produced in batches 
of 50,000 or fewer cases per year is appealing 
to consumers in search of a higher quality more 
personalized drinking experience. 

Despite typically higher prices per bottle, 
the institute sees an explosion of boutique 
booze on the horizon, Andrew Faulkner, ADI 
spokesman, said.

Sonat said she could reduce her nearly $40 
price for grain spirits by $7 per bottle if she and 
Robert outsourced neutral grain spirit. Instead, 
the Birneckers distill their own grains to be 
used in the production of their beverages. 

“We choose to make our own, old-school,” 
Sonat said. “We don’t want cheap and easy We 
wouldn’t leave our jobs to do this if we weren’t 
passionate about it.” 

The number of people who take an old- 
school approach to alcohol production has 
been “steadily snowballing,” according to 
Faulkner, whose organizations represent craft 
distillers. 

‘At our first conference six or seven years 
ago, we had 40 members, and now we’re up to 
200 people,” Faulkner said. 

Among that number, and readily accessible 
to the Chicago market, is Lake Bluff-based 
North Shore Distillery, operated by husband 
and wife Derek and Sonja Kassebaum, who 
opened the first boutique liquor distillery in 
Illinois. 

The couple, who live in Gurnee, struck out 
on their own in October 2004, combining 
Derek’s chemical engineering and entrepre- 
neurial aims with Sonja’s passion for cocktails 
to start producing and selling vodka and gin. 

“I call myself a cocktail nerd,” said Sonja, 
who also blogs about the topic. “I go to all the

its the way chefs tout the local organic farms supplying their pork. Bartenders are mixing up creative ways to 
showcase booze coming out of Midwest distilleries, and the options keep expanding. And with their help, drink- 
ers are getting savvier about boutique booze. At new Wicker Park bar the Exchange, the newest entry in the 
cocktail lounge scene, bartenders place the bottles they’re using right in front of their customer while they’re mixing so the drinker can see the booze up close and ask questions 
about where the alcohol is from.

conventions, I blog about it ... I’m comfortable 
behind the bar.” 

Koval and North Shore distilleries took a 
great leap of faith, according to both co-own- 
ers, since wannabe distillers looking to turn a 
respectable profit must buy expensive equip- 
ment, which can range from $600,000 to 
$2 million, even before the costs of applying for 
necessary permits. Most boutique distilleries 
don’t turn a profit until at least three years in 
the game, according to ADI’s Faulkner, who said 
those with the most success typically partner 
with area restaurants or bars, and play up their 


role in the growing “localvore” movement. 

“People are taking great pride these days in 
thinking globally, while eating locally, and that 
is extending to drinking locally,” Faulkner said. 
“People are becoming much more aware of what 
they put in their mouths in terms of food and 
drink. With these boutique distilleries, there is 
a story to tell and it’s not just about a product 
coming out of factory production.” 

Faulkner, as well as Sonja and Sonat, said 
their customers — who range from individuals 
who come to their event tastings at outside 
venues or restaurants and bars who feature 


their product in cocktails— are willing to pay 
extra for their products. 

The question is: Will those buying patterns 
hold up in a weak economy? 

The amount of liquor sold last year rep- 
resented the smallest increase since 2001, a 
1.4 percent increase, according to a report by 
The Distilled Spirits Council of the United 
States released earlier this month. 

The lowest-priced segment, with brands 
including Popov vodka (which goes for $10 
for a fifth) grew the fastest, according to The 
Associated Press. The most expensive price 


range, $30 or more for an approximately 
750 milliliter bottle, fell the most. 

Those figures didn’t stir Sonat, who said she 
sees her field as a return to simpler times when 
Americans produced high-quality craft prod- 
ucts. She believes it will grow as microbrew- 
eries have. “The price may be higher, but so is 
the quality,” said Sonat, who is now consulting 
with other aspiring distillers and forming a 
Midwestern guild. “You drink Jim Beam, but 
you’d never meet Jim Beam.” 

She paused, smiling. “But you can meet the

Their eats: Chef Omar Rodriguez made his 
former restaurant, Think, into a Bucktown 
BYOB staple during eight years before shut- 
tering the operation last summer. But all was 
not lost when the spot closed: Now, just a few 
blocks northwest of his old digs, Rodriguez 
operates this larger Logan Square reincarna- 
tion of his vision for Think with wife and part- 
ner Ryvkah Goodman-Rodriguez.

was attentive and 
prompt.

Offering a balance 
of vegetarian and meat

tions match the restaurant’s thoughtful 
menu. When it comes to first courses, it’s 
impossible to go wrong with a zesty sparkling 
wine such as the NV Pierre Belize blanc de 
blancs ($8.99). Sparkling wines, among the 
most universally food-friendly easily could 
carry you through Knew’s entire menu, pair- 
ing with anything from the white asparagus 
salad dressed in lemon vinaigrette ($10) to the 
creamy lobster-and-shrimp cavatappi ($24).

Mary Zellman, a physical-education teacher, has 
no training in floral design. Hers was an unlikely 
transition from freeze tag to freesia, 

“I don’t do any crafty stuff at all,” Zellman said. 
The Lake Grove, N,Y, resident didn’t let that stop 
her from designing her daughter’s wedding flowers 
in August, 

“We did it to save money,” she said, “We saved 
about $2,800,” 

Zellman purchased flowers in bulk from two 
online vendors. She bought caUa lilies for the 
bridesmaids’ bouquets, and oriental blush lilies and 
freesia for her daughter’s bouquet. She used mini 
caHas for the groomsmen’s boutonnieres. She spent 
about $950 on flowers, ribbon, vases and lights, 
“The key to the whole thing was my daughter,” 
Zellman said, “She was not Bride zilla in any way. 
She was so happy marrying the right man; this was 
all icing on the cake.” 

Do-it-yourself is a trend that’s not going away, 
sources say, despite recent gains in the economy 
“Couples will want simple yet elegant events at 
a lower cost,” according to a 2010 wedding trends 
forecast by market research group The Wedding 
Report, “They will choose do-it-yourself and 
thriftiness as away to cut cost,” 

Indeed, cost savings is a motivator for do-it- 
yourself brides, said Liza Roeser-Atwood, CEO of 
online flower seller fiftyflowersxom. 

‘The most common reason that brides order their 
wedding flowers from us is to save money,” Roeser- 
Atwood said, “It comes down to simple math,” 
Florists generate most of their revenue on the 
markup of the flowers, Roeser-Atwood said, add- 
ing that blooms ordered in bulk can cost up to 
70 percent less, “With family and friends providing 
the prep and design help, there is a huge opportu- 
nity to save,” she said, 

Jonathan Greene, who in 2004 co-founded the 
online flower site g rowers boxxom, said bulk wed- 
ding flower sales make up 85 percent of his business. 
He said he’s seen the result of DIY labor pay off 
“It does take practice and skill,” Greene said, 
“But we’ve seen customers create their own mas- 
terpieces by imitating and duplicating what’s in a 
picture,” 

Practicing beforehand was crucial, said Zellman, 
who did several dry runs and spent four hours the 
day before her daughter’s wedding putting the 
flowers together, “Once you know what you’re 
going to do, anyone can do it,” she said. 
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Use clippers to remove the thorns and foliage from the roses. 


□ Select three large roses and tape them together using floral tape. 
These will be the center of your bouquet. 



Add another 
three or four 
roses to the 
bouquet and 
tape them to 
your original 
grouping.

With a sharp knife 
or clippers, trim 
the bottom of the stems 
a little bit up from the 
bottom-leaving the 
stems longer than you 
will need them-and set 
the bouquet in a vase or 
pitcher of water. 





If your ribbon has loose ends, rubber-band them to the upper 
part of the stems to keep them out of the water. 



Fill the vase with just enough water to cover the bottom 
of the stems. Do not get your tape or ribbon wet. 



0 Shortly before the festivities begin, clip the stems to the length 
you want with a sharp knife or clippers and wipe the bottom 
of the stems to catch any drips.
